REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



Repi>r( No. 1. 

Christian education is not denominational bigotry nor sectarian pol- 
itics. It is education founded upon faith in Christ and His Kingdom, and 
it selects Christ as the true model of all human development. The church 
and State are therefore distinguished in their educational ideals and 
methods by all that separates Christ's Kingdom from Caesar's empire. 
This distinction is vital and should be emphasized among our people. 
This is rendered especially necessary because of the much ado about moral 
education in secular schools. The difference between morality and Chris- 
tianity is the difference between moral abstractions, and the atonement of 
Christ. The first is human theories, and the second is Divine power. The 
church cannot be satisfied with the so called theories of moral education, 
but must insist on a faith in Christ that brings salvation. Your Board of 
Education would, therefore, remind you of the dangers lurking in many of 
die educational movements and methods of the day. 

It is with regret that we note the unjust and unwise appropriations of 
the State to free higher education. We believe that such a policy is not only 
unjust, but that it tends to pauperize manhood and produce paternalism. 
We therefore enter our protest against the appropriations of money for 
free tuition and other expenses as is done at our State College. 

Your Board had before it a communication from the general Board of 
Education at Kashville, Tennessee, setting forth the purposes and policies 
of the Board. By the authority given us and under the direction of the 
general Board we have collected from the Sunday School Board $58.09, being 
one-half of the surplus remaining from “Children's Day” collections. We 
recommend that of this amount $25.00 be turned over to the Conference 
Secretary to meet his clerical expenses and $33.09 be turned over to Woff ord 
College to be added to the Thomas Loan Fund. 

^Ve also ask the Board of Finance to apportion to the various charges 
^440.00, the amount assessed on this Conference by the general Board of 
Education, and that a new column be added to our conference blanks in 
wdiich is to be reported all monies collected on this fund, the additional 
column to be known as General Educational Fund. 

We nominate Kev. C. B. Smith as Conference Secretary of education to 
assist the general Board of Education in carrying forward this work in 
our Conference, 

We are glad to have had with us Dr. W. W. Smith, Secretary of Educa- 
tion, and highly appreciate his private counsel, as well as his public ad- 
dress, We wish to assure himi of our co-operation with him in his work. 
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Wofford College. 

We are glad to learn from President Carlisle’s Report that the College 
is in a very prosperous condition. The number of students Is gratifying, 
and the Christian character of the student body is highly commendable. 
The standard of literary work is kept at a high point. VVe are pleased to 
note material improvements ^vhich have been and are being made. These 
improvements have been made by the generous and free gifts of Brother 

R. L. Coleman. We wish to express to him our high appreciation of his 
generosity. 

The financial report of the Trustees is highly gratifying and shows a 
wise and economical use of the monies of the College. 

VVe ask that $4,000,00 be assessed for education to be applied to the cur- 
rent expenses of Wofford College.

Columbia Female College. 

The report of the Board of Trustees shows a gratifying attendance as 
well as an advance in the curriculum of the college. While we appreciate 
the necessary repairs to be made and other items of expense to be met, we 
do not think it wise or necessary to make the assessment of $3,000.00 on 
the charges, but recommend that the agent of the college take charge of 
the matter and raise the necessary amount. We ask the support of this 
Conference in behalf of this institution. 

We nominate following Trustees : Rev. A. J. Stokes, Rev. J. A. Clif- 
ton, D. D., Rev. T. G. Herbert, Rev. J. B. Traywick, Rev. A. J. Cauthen, 
Rev. J- W. Daniel, Rev. W. C. Power, R. H. Jennings, Benjamin Greig, 
George W. Parker, W. J. Murray, J. F. Lyon, W. D. Evans. 

We also call the attention of the Conference to the fact that the char- 
ter of the Columbia Female College requires that a financial report of the 
income and expenditures of all monies be made to this Conference, and we 
insist that the Board of Trustees be required to make this report in accor- 
dance with the charter. 

Fittiug Schools. 

We are glad to note the prosperity of the other three schools, namely ; 
Wofford Fitting School, Carlisle Fitting School and Cokesbury Conference 
School. We commend them to our people. We also ask that the Trustees 
look into the Cokesbury Conference School and if they think it advisable 
to raise it to a Fitting School. 

We recommend that the Trustees of Wofford College be elected Trus- 
tees of these Schools, with the pastor in charge at Cokesbury as ex-officio 
member of the board of control of the Cokesbury Conference School. 

We ask the Conference to raise $700.00 for the Payne and Lane Insti- 
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tutes, and that the Board of Finance be requested to arrange for its collec- 
tion. 

We ask the Bishop to make following appointments : 

Dr. S. Lander, President of Williamston Female College. 

Dr. J. A. Rice, President of Columbia Female College. 

Dr. George W. Walker, President of Payne Institute. 

Rev. C. B. Smith, Professor and Agent of Wofford College.

Rev. L. F. Beaty, assistant to the Editor of Sunday School Literature 
at Nashville, Tennessee.

In the Sunday Schpoh is ppoyided the open door of usefulness to the 
largest number of our..people \yho desire to do the nearest and most direct 
work for the upbuilding of Christ’s Kingdom. 

Our nearest opportunities are ouisgreatest possibilities. 

Our Sunday School workers aye too numerous and too intelligent for us 
to be satisfied with any bukthq use, of the most progressive methods 
and the largest results-..^ 

W e can and we mwsi provide. instruction of the highest order. We must 
increase our efilcieney.. We.must labor more earnestly for the accomplish- 
ment of the mission of thp. Sunday, School to the home, to the Church,, 
and to the Nation. 

The manifold capabilities of fthis^department of Church enterprise pro-- 
vides unlimited opportunity to carry on all kinds of training. Here the. 
virtues of temperance^ can,bj^in§tUled,. Here^the grace. of. liberality ca,n be.. 
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inculcated, the spirit of missions fostered, and above all acquaintance with 
the Bible and a saving knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ can 
he made. 

Greater efficiency can be secured by the introduction of the most approved 
methods of Bible study, by the use of Normal and supplemental Bible studies 
in advanced classes and teachey’s meetings, and by holding District and 
Annual Conference Sunday School Conference as provided for in the dis- 
cipline. 

The Board offer the following resolutions : 

First. Resolved, That the Sunday School Board through its Chairman 
make strenuous efforts to organize an Annual State Sunday School Con- 
ference. 

Second. Resolved, That special prominence be given to the Sunday School 
and Epworth League work in our District Conference, and that a suitable 
program for the same be prepared by the Presiding Elders.

EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

We have long recognized the fact that there is a great deal of dormant 
talent among the young people of our Church, which only needs to be 
aroused, and directed in proper channels in order that it may become a 
potent factor to the Church in the accomplishment of her great mission to 
the world. 

We are glad to note, that while in the bounds of the South Carolina Con- 
ference there are comparatively few Leagues organized, yet from informa- 
tion received from those charges where they have been faithfully tried, 
they are filling a long felt want in our Church, and have proven very help- 
ful to the pastors in their work. 

No enterprise has ever succeeded where there has not been a determina- 
tion to overcome difficulties. While we are ready to admit thatof necessity 
it is more difficult to successfully operate Leagues on circuits than in our 
towns and cities, yet in view of the good that may be accomplished, the 
fields of usefulness opened as well as the opportunities of social, mental and 
spiritual development afforded by this institution of the Church, we would 
urge a more determined and persistent effort on the part of our pastors in 
the organization of Epworth Leagues in every pastoral charge.

REPORT of the COMMITTEE on BOOKS and PERIODICALS. 

We could hardly overestimate the value of our Church literature as an 
agent in the upbuilding of the Church and in the salvation of men. Mr. 
Wesley wrote much and used the press freely, and was assiduous in the 
matter of circulating religious books and periodicals. His preachers and 
helpers saw the importance of the work, and devoted much of their time to 
the distribution of the literature of the Church. 

The establishment of Methodism in this country by the fathers was 
largely due to this fact, and the perpetuity of the Methodist Church de- 
pends upon the same fact. The children of the church must be indoctri- 
nated, and our people must be instructed. The fathers and mothers must 
be persuaded that it is as much their duty, if not more, to supply their 
children with wholesome food for their minds and spirits as it is to feed 
and clothe their bodies. They must be made to see that by wdth-holding 
from their children the necessary means of intellectual and spiritual devel- 
opment, they sin against them and entail upon them an injury which is 
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irremediable. The preachers can accomplish much by teaching the people 
their duty, and by exhorting them to the performance of the same; but 
their sermons will prove largely ineffectual unless the people are supplied 
with good books and periodicals upon which to feed daily. This v:ork must 
he done! Failure here means failure every udienre . The Church is not alive to- 
iler duty in this matter ; and because of this, the strain upon her is tremen- 
dous. The masses of our people are liable to be “ carried about with every 
wind of doctrine.” We must disseminate the Word of God, and the 
books and periodicals of our Church among our people;. We have a great 
Publishing House which is steadily increasing in power and usefulness.. 
The agents of the Publishing House, Messrs. Barbee & Smith, look upon 
the Preachers as the natural agents of the Publishing House in the circu- 
lation of our books and periodicals, and they earnestly desire their co- 
operation. The exhibit of the Publishing House,, made to the Conference 
shows that the “ total business from all departments ” for the year ending- 
March 31st 1894 was ($343,383.43) three hundred and forty-three thousand 
three hundred and eighty-three dollars and forty-three cents. This exhi- 
bit is very encouraging, in view of the great financial pressure. We should 
thank Gkid and press forward. 

We ask the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, First: That we will endeavor to go forward in the matter of . 
supplying our people with our books and periodicals,, thereby doing a 
work of vast importance to the Church in the up-building of our Publish- 
ing House and in the salvation and edification of our people. 

Resolved, Second:. That we will urge our- people, as far as possible, to 
take the Bi-Monthly Review, the Christian Advocate, the Methodist Review of 
Missions, and specially will we urge them to take the Southern Christian 
Advocate, a necessary medium of information for South Carolina Metho- 
dists. 

Resolved, Third : That we will provide our Sunday Schools with cate- 
chisms suitable for infants, and specially with a catechism teaching the 
doctrines of the Church.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

The Committee on Bible Cause would respecrtfully report,.recQminendmg: 
the following for adoption by the Conference •_ 
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The South Carolina Conference, in view of the great essential work which 
the American Bible Society is doing for us in the cause of Evangelization 
both at home and abroad, and our dependence upon it for the translation, 
printing and circulation of the word of God, heartily respond to the ad- 
vanced position taken in regard to it by our last General Conference. 

And we therefore urge our preachers to carry out in letter and in spirit 
the provisions now made in our Discipline for presenting the Bible Cause 
and raising collections for it in all our Churches. To this end we advise 
that every preacher in charge take pains to acquaint himself thoroughly 
with the work of the American Bible Society by procuring the necessary, 
literature from the District Superintendent in order that he may intel- 
ligently and effectually present this great cause to his people and inspire 
their love and zeal for it. During the past year, only 42 out of 187 of our 
charges have sent in contributions to the American Bible Society, and 
these amount to $180.70. 

This we confess is rather a poor exhibit of ourzeal in behalf of so worthy 
a cause, but we hope that hereafter collections will be general and contri- 
butions more liberal. We are gratified to learn from the last Annual 
Keport of American Bible Society, that its work has not suffered for lack 
of funds ; but through unprecedented receipts from legacies, the treasury 
of the Society has been adequately supplied with means to maintain the 
work in both home and foreign fields.. We rejoice to know too that the 
Scriptures, in whole or in part, have beea translated into nearly four hun- 
dred dialects and languages. The work of translation is still going on* as 
needed in Missionary fields. 

The Society has already circulated ov^er 68,000,000 copies of the Scriptures 
and is still printing and circulating them at the rate of nearly a million 
and a half volumes a year. In all these" things we give thanks to God, and 
extend congratulations to the Society. We would especially call attention 
of all our Ministers anet people to the continued efforts of the American 
Bible Society to supply the Bible to all the children of our land, and its very 
liberal offer to sell Bibles to such as have none and can read, for one-half 
the cost of manufacture. 

Let our Preachers in Charge enquire how the children of their Sunday 
Schools are supplied with Bfbles and promptly avail themselves of this 
generous offer by applying to-the District Superintendent for the- Bibles 
needed. 

We recommend that all our pastors as far as practicable present the Bible 
Cause and take up collections for- it during the month of June, and the 
collections raised be forwarded at once to Kev. T. H. Law, D. D., District 
Super.intendent,,Spartanhurg, S..C.

Your Committee beg leave to submit the following report ; 

We think we may safely assume that the temperance reform is one of 
the great movements in the Christian world of to-day. Its importance to 
the social, industrial, political and religious welfare of society can hardly 
be over-estimated. Its friends have not always worked together — perhaps 
have not always worked wisely — yet all the signs indicate that the cause is 
making sure and steady progress. Public opinion is unmistakably opposed 
to the traffic in intoxicants, and to their use as a beverage ; while the drink- 
ing customs formerly sanctioned by good society are slowly passing away, 
and the sentiment in favor of total abstinence is increasing. This senti- 
ment has been created and is sustained and increased by discussion and 
agitation from a Christian standpoint. An enlightened public conscience 
must be looked to as the chief support of this cause, for without this legal 
enactment can have no beneficial effect. Let the Church then unhesitat- 
ingly assume her high responsibility as the director of this movement and 
let it be kept on higher ground than that of any political party or clique. 
Let temperance literature of a pure and healthful character be scattered 
broadcast over the laud. Let our young people be taught there is danger 
in the fascinating cup, and be encouraged to form associations among them- 
selves for their protection from this devouring plague and for the rescue 
of those who have fallen. Let pastors preach and lecture frequently on 
this subject, and let the excellent law of our Church be kindly but firmly 
administered. * Finally let us as Christians not be discouraged in this work. 
Let us be true to our traditions and to ourselves, and the day will surely 
come when w'e shall see this monster evil of strong drink banished from 
our land.

REPORT OF THIS S. C. CONFERENCE HISSEON BOARD* 



Report No. 1 * 

We have closed another year of faithful work on the part of our Do- 
fildstic Missionaries* The great financial stringency, and actual distress 
In many sections of our State, render it impossible to measure real success 
in dollars and cents. We feel grateful, however, that the Work has gone on 
and that as rich, if not richer, spiritual results have been attained. 

(f unberland Mission, in the city of Charleston has had to struggle hard to 
ftiake a creditable showing as to salaries and Conference collections. It 
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has done well under the circumstances. The pastor’s most conspicuous 
success the past year has been in the reduction of the large debt upon the 
parsonage. Cumberland fills a place of great usefulness and deserves our 
cordial support. 

The Work at Port Royal has so far developed that it Will not need near 
so large an appropriation for the coming year. This work was provided 
for at our last Annual Conference, and has fully justified our confidence in 
its future. 

Reevesville and St . PauVs has done well spiritually the past year, and it is 
worthy of special mention that, even during this year of financial depres- 
sion, the collections all around have increased. 

ParkxciUe was never in better condition . It Will soon, the prospect is, 
become a self-supporting charge. 

At Green Street and Brookland the pastor has done a fine year’s work. 
There has been an increase of the membership, and a small increase of 
the amount paid on salaries. 

Aiken has been efficiently served the past year. There has not been 
much, if any, growth as measured by columns of figures . The charge, 
however, fills an unique position, and we have exceptional opportunities 
of usefulness here in our Master’s Kingdom. 

The pastor reports the Salters w’ork as one where w*e are laboring un- 
der great material disadvantages. We are toiling with little hope of a 
return in money, but expecting a rich harvest of souls. 

St, Paul, in Greenville city, has had a year of almost phenomenal suc- 
cess, The best commentary upon which statement is that the charge will 
next year drop out of the list of Missions proper. 

Pee Dee is alive and moving on as usual. The people here appreciate 
and need the care of the Board. 

Upper Edisto makes a good report. 

Bethel and Dvncan has had unusual difficulties the past year. A large 
mill shut down and necessitated the removal of a great many of our mem- 
bers. The pastor was sick for many long and weary months. But the 
church abounded in liberality and kindly care for their beloved pastor. 
The charge makes a report unusually good under the circum- 
stances. 

Sumter City Mission. We began here a year ago with next to nothing. 
The development of the work has been remarkable.

miNTON A, CONNOIiliY. 

Minton A . Connolly was born in Caldwell County, . C., in 1829 ; 
joined the South Carolina Conference at Columbia in 1854; traveled on 
Missions two years, on, circuits eighteen years; was a superannuated 
preacher nineteen years — and died at- Kershaw, S. C., January 28th, 
1894. This is a short biography, but it tells the long story of an hon- 
ored, useful and consecrated life. Here is a man for you, a strong, true, 
noble man. He led an obscure life, and a life marred out of its just 
proportions by circumstances beyond his complete control ; but his 
was a life, of sublime courage and heroic faith. A turbine wheel he, 
moved and kept in motion by the waters that submerged him. He 
loved God and loved his brethren . He loved the Church-^the Meth- 
odist Church : her doctrines her polity, the splendid history of her 
heroic past, A gallant knight was he, eager for the fight and val- 
iant in it against any foeman. worthy of his steel who dared to assail 
either the doctrines or the economy of our beloved Methodism, We 
have not had among us in . later years a man more competent to 
state the doctrines of grace from an Arminian standpoint, or more 
ready to do so if circumstances required it. He was a strong preacher 
— a very strong preacher . He read and studied good books, and 
I these both strengthened his robust intellect and gave him weapons for 
j offensive and defensive warfare in the interest of our militant Zion. 
; He has gone from among us, and we feel the loss and cherish his

JAMES MARION BOYD. 

James Marion Boyd was born in Ifewberry County, S. C. , De- 
cember 1, 1832. He came of Christian and Methodist parents, who 
reared him for Cod and the Church. Kot strange was it, then, that 
at the early age of ten years he gave his heart to God. This new birth 
occurred at Ebenezer Camp-meeting, in Newberry County, Rev. J.H. 
Zimmerman in charge. It must haye been a touching thing to hear 
the young convert lead, as he did, in prayer at a .prayer-meeting 
soon after.

I where just entering upon his fourth year he ceased at once to work 
and live.

Eev. Wesley Leatherwood Pegues — June 22nd, 1818 to July 16th, 
1894— January 9th, 1839 to July 16th, 1894. These dates in their order 
give the beginnings and the endings of a long and useful life. His 
natural life stretched through a little more than seventy-six years 
and his ministerial life continued through fifty-five years and six 
months. 

He reached Cheraw, S. C.July 16th, 1894, about 7 o’clock p. m. 
extremely ill. He was lifted from his buggy to a chair in Dr. Wan- 




nkmaker’s drug store, where he expired in a few moments. He wan- 
dered far and long, but he at last came back and ended his life’s 
journey near the spot where he began it, over three-quarters of a 
century ago. 

He joined the South Carolina Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, at its session in Cheraw, S. C. January 9th, 1839: 
in passing, he paused here to lay this holy commission down with 
his life. 

He died with the harness on. He had preached as usual on his 
circuit, Tradesville, on Sunday, July 16th. The next day he was on ! 
his way to visit his children in Marlboro County, when the heavenly j 
messenger met him, and bade him cease to labor and to enter into ' 
the “rest that remaineth for the people of God.” | 

Bishop James O. Andrew was presiding when he was received ' 
on trial into the Conference, and the same ordained him both deacon 
and elder. | 

He was married three times — to Miss Keitt, of Orangeburg, S. C., i 
Mrs. Kodgers, of Charleston, S. C., and Mrs. Sykes, of Timmonsville, ' 
S. C. He was a devoted husband and father. In all the relations of i 
life he was true and faithful. While he was the recognized center j 
of the household, yet his rule was so just, considerate and loving, i 
that he commanded the love and esteem of all. It was not hard for I 
him to act the part of a gentleman, for he was born with gentlemanly { 
instincts, which were cultivated in action, and refined by the grace 
of God. 

He was just, gentle, and generous to all his fellows. We knew of 
no man who was freer from vanity, pride, envy, malice and revenge, j 
His ambition seemed not to have been to be elevated above his breth- 
ren nor to outshine them, but to do the best he could. He was ever 
leady to acknowledge, with undisguised pleasure, capacity, ability, 
and success in his brethren whom others might consider as his rivals 
for favor and position. He was a fine representative of nature’s no- 
bleman. He was truly pious and felt the power of the Holy Ghost 
in his soul, which power was constantly evidenced in his life. 

He was an earnest promoter of missions, having bfeen a member 
of the Board of Missions on several occasions. He was one among 
the few who contributed annually one hundred dollars to the mis- 
sionary treasury. 

He was a good preacher, always dividing rightly the word of 
truth, giving to each his portion in due season. He was a wise and 
forceful exhorter, knowing where to speak and what to urge upon 
his congregation after a sermon. While he had fine traits and excel- 
lent ability, he excelled in prayer — as a prince he had power with 
God. Many were so assisted by his prayers as to be enabled to ap- 
proach the mercy seat acceptably to the saving of their souls, while 
he was leading. His prayers at the close of a brother’s sermon were 
remarkable and such as we have never heard excelled. No leading 



thought of the sermon escaped him, while he was praying the 
Lord’s blessings upon it. Often have we felt after he had prayed in 
belialf of our sermons, that we could preach them better. 

He was faithful and untiring in his work. It was not his habit | 
to neglect or slight any part of his duty as a preacher. In a pro- 
tracted meeting he was indefatigable, preaching day and night, in 
rain or sunshine with unabated zeal. Thousands have been brought 
to Christ though his instrumentality, of whom a large company that 
have gone on before greet him on the eternal shore. 

There are but five of the brethren now living who were members 
when he joined the Conference and but one of his class, Kev. A. M. 
Chreitzburg, continues with us. 

Our brother has gone from us, and a sense of loneliness comes j 
over us when we think we shall not look upon him again. His body i 
sleeps in the family cemetery at New Hope Church, North Marlboro 
Circuit. .

Kev. Samuel Barksdale Jones was born in Charleston, S. C., De- | 
cember 29, 1828, was converted in 1846, graduated from South Car- 
olina Military Academy 1847, entered the ministry of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, 1854, and died at the home of his son-in- 
law,. George W. Nichols, Esq., Spartanburg, S. C., September 8tb, . 
1894. . 

True manhood found its expression in Dr. Jones. It was marked 
in his physical development. In any gathering of men he would 
have drawn the eye of the spectator. It was marked in his mental , 
power, and whether he wrote or spoke, whether in counsel or debate, 
i whether in Conference or pulpit, he stood forth a leader among men. 

It appeared in that decision o/ c/iaracter which ever marked his life. I 
1 It shone especially as it stood related to true manhood in Christ ~ _ 

I Jesus. There was no place for compromise in him. He must have ’ 

’ been the outspoken opponent of Christ or His devoted friend. He 

chose the latter and meant all that it involved, 
j It was at the old Charleston camp-ground in 1846, (I think I have 

j j heard him say, and he did it with flashing eye and heaving breast) 

: ■ under ministry of Dr. Whiteford Smith, that this purpose was 

= formed. It was not without a struggle. In his heart was bitter en- . 

mity toward a fellow student, and he knew th&t following Christ and 
love were one and the same thing. The battle was sharp, but when 
t it ended the young cadet had transferred his service to Christ and en- 

i listed for the war. His conversion was immediately followed by his 

I giving a warm embrace to his hitherto bitter foe. 

In this same decisive spirit he heard the call to the Gospel min- 







istry. Nor was he disobedient to the heavenly vision. In 1854, he 
was admitted into the South Carolina Conference. Here as a preacher 
he took hig-h rank. His sermons will be remembered by those who 
heard him in his prime, as when he preached on “The Evidences of 
Christianity” or “The Prodigal Son,” or “Christ Our High Priest,” as 
among the most effective sermons which they have heard. And 
this preaching was done not only when the multitude was before 
him, but in the litttle church to a few score of souls. 

In his ministry of 39 years, he was four years on Circuits; two 
on Stations ; eleven on Districts ; eleven Supernumerary and the 
remainder in the Cokesbury Conference School, the Spartanburg 
Female College and the Columbia Female College. 

He was a man of excellent judgment and executive ability. These 
made him a man always needed. His two terms as President of the 
Columbia Female College, his long service as Presiding Elder, his 
election to five General Conferences, his services as a Trustee of 
Wofford College, showed how he was trusted. For let it be written 
that all of these positions came to him from his brethren. Never 
have I heard it said that Dr. Jones sought a place. Had not his 
throat been afflicted he was qualified for any position in the gift of 
the Church. 

He was hiarried in 1848 to Miss Emma, daughter of Bishop Ca-

plained. Unselfish, he sought the happiness of othefsmore than his 
own. Benevolent he gave beyond his means. Sincere, he was never 
suspicious. True, he Was faithful to his engagements and friends. 
Honest, he oWed no man anything. Magnanimous, he was above all 
meanness. With a noble self-respect, he never thrust himself for- 
ward, nor sought position. All honors Which came to him came 
freely. Indeed, there Was in his character, such a galaxy of 
virtue as to rank him amongst the noblest of men and the purest of 
Christ’s followers. 

Like most Methodist preathers Who have consecrated their lives 
to the itinerant ministry, and like his Lord and Master, he Was poor. 
The small amount paid by the Churches, for ministerial support, was 
barely sufficient to furnish the necessaries of life, and left nothing to 
be laid up for an eVil day, or the dreariness of age. The hour most 
dreaded by the faithful itinerant came upon him at the Charleston 
Conference in '92. He Was superannuated. With a pale face but a brave 
heart he met it; and in a few touching Words to the Conference, he 
bade farewell to his life Work. What Was before hiih? Where was 
there a shelter for his beloved wife and hiiUself? Whence was to 
come their daily bread? He did not know but he did not fear. Com- 
mitting himself and the dear companion of his life to God, he went 
forth; and God, true to His promise, led him by a Way he had 
not known. 

Columbia was chosen' as his future home. Here the disease from 
which he had so long suffered made rapid progress. Periodical at- 
tacks of internal pain Wasted his body but failed to affect his spirit. 
His faith, hope, love, joy, and habitual Cheerfulness came forth from 
these terrific attacks as the shining of stars after the passage of the 
storm. On his last birthday the following entry Was made in his 
note book i 

“In my seventieth year let m.y heart say s 
" ‘ ’Tis JesUs the first and the last, 

Whose Spirit shall guide me safe home : 

I’ll praise Him for all that is past. 

And trust Him for all that’s to come.’ ” 

With the hope that the bracing air of the up-country might 
prove beneficial, he and his devoted wife went to Greenville for the 
Summer. It soon became evident, however, that no permanent re- 
lief could be expected, attd that the time of his departure Was at 
hand. 

His sufferings Were intense. “These last years 1” says that one 
who waited upon him so lovingly, and Whose heart is now hungry 
“for the touch of a vanished hand, and the sound of a voice that is 
still ;” — ^“These last years 1’ How can I express the Wonderful hero- 
ism, patience, forgetfulness of self, unbroken cheerfulness, gratitude, 
and abounding love of these last years of united suffering.” The 
Gospel was his theme ; it Was a blessed lesson to witness the wil- 




lingness with which he took day by day, the descending steps to the 
stairs of death. . 

Dr. Pate, Pastor the Methodist Church in Greenville, was with | 
him in his last sickness, and in a communication to the Southern Chris- j 
; tian Advocate, B&ys; “While ’he lay slowly dying on his Cross of j 
I racking pains, the angels ministered unto him, and the heavens 1 
opened to his eyes. Monday, Sept. 10th came. As the sun gradually I 
I sank in the Western sky, and the shadows lengthened on Paris 
j Mountain, there was the hush of death about his couch. A few min* 

I utes later there was a whisper, “He is gone!” Yes, gone to bask 
j forevor amidst the dazzling glories of eternal life. His body sleeps i 
i near that of his father in the City of Columbia. His soul is mingling i 
ij with the redeemed in glory.” - i 

j Brought up in a Southern home, where the fairest types of a | 
j Christian character were before him every day ; surrounded by the j 
{ culture and refinement of as pure a civilization as ever adorned any 
j section of this continent, William Tertius Capers may have been 

I spared in the providence of God to come down through scenes of 

II blood and trial to this evening of the century, that the later born 
I sons of the Church and State might have a noble example of the piety 
:j and intelligence, courtesy, generosity of the cultured classes of the
